SKETCHES OF TRAVEL. 














Between Munich and Vienna, the most direct 
communication is the same as it was in the last 
@entury. One cannot put on the « seven league 
Loote”’ of this fast generation, and visit the two 
capitals in the same day. A long and tedious 
stage ride of two days and two nights, separates 
these two great capitals of Southern Germany, 
and a railway is projected, it promises 
to adv with true German caution and siow- 
ness to its completion. The shortest route be- 
tween the two cities is the base of a pentagon, 
not far from equilateral, the remaining four 
sides of which are formed by railroads, so that 
the best way to reach one city from the other is 
to traverse periphery, or by taking still 
more time, fMe to the Danube, and then tedi- 
ousty descend this stream. If there had been 
no other canse to determine my route, the 
greater convenience of the railway would have 
been sufficient, and, therefore, one cold morn-

Between Munich and Vienna, the most direct 
communication is the same as it was in the last 
g@entury. One cannot put on the « seven league 
oots’”’ of this fast generation, and visit the two 
capitals in the same day. A long and tedious 
stage ride of two days and two nights, separates 
these two great capitals of Southern Germany, 
and a railway is projected, it promises 
to ady with true German caution and siow- 
ness to its completion. The shortest route be- 
tween the two cities is the base of a pentagon, 
not far trom equilateral, the remaining four 
sides of which are tormed by railroads, so that 
the best way to reach one city from the other is 
to traverse Zhe periphery, or by taking still 
more time, re to the Danube, and then tedi- 
ously descend this stream. If there had been 
no other canse to determine my route, the 
greater convenience of the railway would have 
been sufficient, and, therefore, one cold morn- 
ing, F of the app g winter, I 
booked myself tor Nurembarg, my first stop- 
ping place on the route. 

No one who bas a trace of veneration for the 
monuments of the past, or of regard for the ac- 
tivity of the present, will regret visiting Narem- 
berg. While Munich is in every feature a crea- 
tion of the nineteenth century, Nuremberg is as 
evidently a well preserved specimen of the six- 
teenth, but a specimen in which the spirit of the 
nineteenth has found s lodgment and a working 
place. It has another claim upon our notice 

For how mach of the most unmixed happiness 
is the world indebted to this city of notions 

The “ rising generation” of christendom, whe- 
ther living on the Mississippi, the Danube, or 
the Amazon, must, once @ year, at least, utter a 
hearty benediction on its beneficent artisans’ 
it is the toy manufactory for the world. The 
little archin, who leaves his tarkey dinner, and 
his plum pedding, for a wheel pony or a dan- 
cing monkey, for a wooden menagerie or a 
steamboat, warranted not to burst her boiler

‘The ancient Romans suffered their beards to 
grow till about the year of the city 454, when 
one P. Tieintas Meenas brought barbers from 
Sicity, and first introduced the custom of sha. 
ving at Rome, which continued to the time of 
Hadrian, who, te gover some excrescences on 
his chin, revived the of letting the 
beard grow; bet that ting was Seon after 
resumed 


The day on which the young men first began 
to shave wes beld as « betiday, acoording to 
duvenal, and presents were sent to them by 
their friends. The first growth of the beard 
was consecrated to some god,—thus, boro con 
secrated bis. in a golden box set with pails, to 
Jupiter Capitelinus 

in grief and mourning the Romans allowed 
‘the beard to grow. sometimes they tore it, and 
covered it with dust and ashes. The Greeks, 
on the contrary, in grief shaved their beard. 
Awong the Jews, it was reekoned iguomigions 
to shave a person's beard. 

Augustes Casar used sometimes to clip bis 
beard, and sometimes to shave it. Some used 
to pull the hairs from the root with an instru 
ment somewhat similar to our nippers or small 
pincers; others, to barn them with the 
flame of nut-shelis, as the tyrant Dionysius did 
with walnut-shells. Some used a certain oipt- 
ment as a depilatory 

Alexander the Great thought that the beards 
of the soldiery afforded convenient handles for 
the enemy to lay | f, preparatory to cutting 
ow their heads; and, with a view of depriving 
them of this advantage, be ordered the whole 
f his army to be closely shaven. 

The tashion of wearing long beards became 
prevalent during the reign of Henry I.; it wae 
severely reprebated by the clergy. Some of 
the moralists compared the men of their day to 
«filthy goats.” During the absence of Cour 
de L. his English subjects shaved their faces.
